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Amendment To 


| Constitution 
May Be Asked 


Roosevelt ie Said To 
Consider Proposal 
As Alternative

WASHINGTON (lP)—President Roo- | 
sevelt has designated amendment of 
the Constitution as a possible alter- 
native or even a supplement to his pro- 
posal for reorganization of the judic- 
jary which was submitted to congress 
three weeks ago today. 


Mr. Roosevelt’s bill would provide re- 
organization under four general propo- 
sitions with respect to which the Presi- 
dent informed congress: 


“If these measures achieve their aim, 
we may be relieved of the necessity of | 
considering any fundamental changes 
in the power of the courts or the Con- | 
stitution cf our government—changes | 
which involve consequences so. far 
reaching as to cause uncertainty as to 
ihe wisdom of such course.” 

That language is interpreted to mean 
the President, while reluctant to pro- | 
pose a constitutional amendment, prob- | 
would do so if his bill failed of 
proved inadequate to 
achieve the ends he desires. ;
